Tho raised platform'in the 
centre of the court puts’a man in the 
limelight, and thePress is there to, pro- 
claim his mikdeeds and follies to tha 
world. de ate. , 

There are little scohty of sorrow, and 
cries of despair ring across the court, 
but these are usually from the women- 
folk, who, inspite of laws, hald in great 
affection the prisoner in the dock. It is 
these occurrences that put courage to the 
test, and prisoner strive hard to hide 
their responding emotions. 

Others can transpose the whole pro- 
ceedings into an occasion for humour.
